Formation of a sudsidiary 


R. F. C. corporation to finance 
purchase of $15,000,000 worth 
of smokeless orchard heaters 
for the citrus groves of south- 
ern California was proposed 
this week by H. C. Legg, coun- 
ty supervisor, who said a con- 
ference is to be held on the 
subject. 


The supervisor was in Covina on 


Wednesday, as well as making a 
visit to various citrus communities 
in the east end of the county. He 
said while here that he favored gov- 
ernment financing, and also a gov- 
ernment plan for heating, not neces- 
sarily a so-called smokeless pot or 
any kind of pot, but a standardized 
system that would meet with the 
requirements of the anti-smudge or- 
dinance. 


Growers, packers and orange dis- 


tributors from southern California 
counties will join with Legg and the 
Los Angeles* chamber of commerce 
in considering the plan. Supervisor 
Legg wired to Senator McAdoo to 
make preliminary negotiations with 
the R. F. C. 


The corporation would be organiz- 


ed with southern California men as 
directors and; managers,' It would 


Unified Rehabilitation corporation 
which sprang into existence in 1933 
to aid quake and flood damaged 
property in Los Angeles county. 


It is estimated that 5,000,000 heat- 


ers will be required to replace the 
present number of smoke-throwing 
heaters. The average cost of each 
heater would be around $3. 


A meeting probably will be held 


late this week or early next week 
to determine if the plan is feasible 
and desirable by the orange grow- 
ing interests, and by business men 
of the orange belt. 


Supervisor Legg said that if a low- 


financing plan can be arranged for 
buying the smokeless heaters, he 
will ask for rigid enforcement of a 
ounty ordinance which definitely 
rohibits the old smoky smudge pots. 
"The public is not anxious to stop 
ie citrus industry from protecting 
s crops and trees when these seri- 
us freezes come upon us, but with 
ie knowledge that adequate heating 
an be had without smudge, we are 
etermined that the time has come 
'hen this nuisance must be abated," 
.egg said. 
"It is estimated that 20 per cent 
f the groves now are equipped with 
mokeless heaters, and in an effort 
o enable the remaining 80 per cent 
f the growers to properly heat their 
roves without being a nuisance to 
rieir neighbors, I am suggesting for 
he consideration of the industry 
hat a non-profit corporation be 
ormed. This corporation would se- 
ure money from the federal govern- 
ment on a long-time loan with low 
nterest so that modern heating 
equipment may be purchased and 
nstalled in all of the groves with- 
iut becoming a burden or hardship 
m the grower."

PREDICT HEAVY SHIPMENTS, BIG PRICES 


Declaring that because of the most determined and organized fight against cold weathei 


ever made by the citrus industry in the Covina district, the damage will not exceed 9 per cent 
on navels and 15 per cent on valencias, Stanley F. Trueblood, manager of the Covina Fruit 
Exchange, yesterday warned all growers not to take any hasty actions, and to wait for further 
reports which have every indication of becoming even more encouraging. He took occasion 
to warn against selling to cash buyers that are in the field in every citrus area, as such buyers 
can get no money for growers if the fruit is frozen, and that if it is not frozen the regular 
shipping associations will get top prices on the market. His statement follows:

mately $100,000, were under consid- 
eration this week by the board of 
supervisors of the flood control dis- 
trict for furnishing cement tor the 
huge spillway and the outlet works 
for San Gabriel dam No. 1. 


A bid of $71.148 was submitted 


by six cement firms for iurnisliing 
oO.OOO barrels. The 
bidders were i 


Graham Brothers, the Blue Dia- j 
mond corporation. Monolith Port- 
land Cement company. California 
Portland Cement company, River- 
side Portland Cement company, and 
the Southwestern Portland Cement 
company.

For furnishing cement for the out- 


let works, a bid of S27.S40 was sub- ; 
mitted by the same six companies. 
Thwsupcrvisors took the bids under 
consideration. The cement will not 
be required for several months, but 
will be delivered to the dam site by 
truck in the meantime. 


Cost of the outlet works is esti- 


mated by C. H. Howell, chief engi- 
neer, at $1,019,536, based on a capa- 
city of 14.000 second feet, an in- 
crease of 4000 second feet over the 
original design. This accounted for 
an increase of $216,436 over the 
original estimate, it was explained. 


Needle valves for the outlet works 


will weigh 977,850 pounds, and but- 
terfly valves will weigh 
350,350 


pounds. Steel penstocks to the huge 
valves will weigh 3,535,600 pounds. 
This gives some idea of the immcn- j 
sity of the design, engineers said.

When two men armed with swords are en- 


gagod in a deadly combat, it is not helpful 
for a third party to step up and suggest that 
pistols are more effective. The men engaged 
must fight and watch every movement of each 
other, with eyes for nothing but the thrust 
and parry. For one to be diverted for an in- 
stant means defeat. 


In the same sense it is not timely to discuss 


new methods of orchard heating when the 
embattled ranchers are engaged in a hand- 
to-hand conflict with the elements. They are 
fighting the cold devil with whatever weapons 
lie at hand. 


However, we all know that a serious dis- 


cussion of this subject is in the offing, and 
must be met. The general public will not 
much longer tolerate the smudge evil. In- 
telligent, impartial observers in the federal 
bureaus say that a much more effective way 
of fighting frost can be and must be devised. 
The rancher is more than willing that such 
new methods, if they are feasible, be brought 
forward for trial and approval. 


The citrus grower should realize that the 


United States department of agriculture and 
the state department have solved all of the 
major problems of the citrus industry in the 
past, step by step as they have arisen. The 
citrus industry would not be here were it 
not for federal laboratory and field work on 
pests and parasites; investigations as to the 
cause and control of fungi; investigations as 
to water supply; marvelously-effective ser- 
vice in weather prognostication, just to speak 
of a few of the major problems that have 
been tackled and conquered by our govern- 
ments, state and national. 


The federal government has never been 


asked by the growers to make a study and 
provide a solution as to orchard heating. The 
problem has never been placed in any fed- 
eral lap with the authority to investigate and 
solve it. It is high time that be done. 


Suggestions that have already been made 


in a tentative way by the government are 
that the citrus growers form zones and issue 
corporate stock as in the manner of their 


. shippingjind wjater associations; apply fo^- 


federal banks over twenty-year periods; work 
out a system of central zone fuel tanks piped 
to generating heaters, with the cooperation 
of oil companies in establishing heavy standby 
reserves in each zone, the entire system oper- 


ated by associations as in the case of shipping 
units and water companies, maintained by 
assessments. 


Advantages pointed out are, first, a cost 


probably less than 50 per cent of what it is 
now; second, universal heating with a stan- 
dard equipment; third, opportunity to absorb 
obsolescence in the abandonment of present 
equipment, with the cost borne prorata by 
the entire industry; fourth, reduction to mini- 
mum of the smoke nuisance; fifth, elimina- 
tion of unfairness of ranchers in general heat- 
ing the groves of those who don't heat; sixth, 
purchase of all supplies in quantity at lower 
costs and assurance of plentiful supply. These 
are some of the advantages that are envision- 
ed thru such a system. 


To the skeptic who says that the cost would 


run into hundreds of millions of dollars, it is 
pointed out that it would probably cost less 
than half what it is costing now, and that the 
cost would not be borne by areas in aggre- 
gate, but by the acre on which applied.. Chief 
reason why better equipment is not now used 
is because seven-eighths of the growers can- 
not afford to re-equip and take the loss of 
present equipment. Such obsolescence can, 
under the proposed system, be absorbed in 
the original capitalization. 


To those who say that nothing can be done 


beyond what is being done at present, must 
be given the answer that something definitely 
must be done. Not only will all non-citrus- 
growing residents demand it, but the rancher 
himself should realize that 50 per cent of the 
valuation of his grove is lost from the stand- 
point of resale by the constant reoccurrence 
of these smudging periods. An orange or 
lemon grove in southern California does not 
ever sell upon the basis of its pi-oductive re- 
turn, but upon its productive return plus its 
value as a home in the southland. The smudge 
kills this desirability, which, if the smudge 
evil is eliminated, would, be maintained at 
twice what the grove will earn of itself. 


The coming spring and summer will bring 


earnest discussion and action to solve this 
problem. The United States department of 
n gr iculture should be^^^niteh/Jorought j,ntp 
Tt, and, as 'pointed omp brought in for flie' 
first time in the history of the industry. We 
are ready to predict that, just as the federal 
and state departments have solved many 
other problems for the citrus grower, they 
will find the answer to this one. 


Work Advances 
on Mammoth 
Water Bore 


Pouring of concrete lining in the 


No. 3 Monrovia tunnel of the distri- 
buting system of the Metropolitan 
water district was well under way 
this week. The No. 3 tunnel is the 
longest tunnel between Glendale and 
Cajalco reservoir in Riverside coun- 
ty. 


No. 3 tunnel enters the west side 


of San Gabriel canyon, a few hun- 
dred feet below Pasadena's Morris 
dam. 
Work is proceeding westerly 


from the cast portal of the No. 3 
tunnel. 


Concreting of the No. 1 tunnel, 


located on the east bank of the can- 
yon, 
was completed December 3, 


when the lining also was finished in 
the No. 2 tunnel, which extend: 
easterly from the cast side of San 
Gabriel canyon, and emerges north- 
erly of Glendora. From this point 
it proceeds in a general direction 
easterly along Foothill boulevard. 


No. 3 Monrovia tunnel is 32,105 


feet long, and excavation work was 
scheduled to be completed 
this 


month. The concrete must be haul- 
ed into the tunnel on a small rail- 
road and is put in place with the 
aid of concrete forms.

All morning and up to 
3 o'clock cars may go up, but may 
not start down again before that 


time. This information is given by 
state highway patrol officers to all 
drivers as they approach the lower 
end of the canyon. At three the 
sound of the camp siren signals all 
parties to return to their cars and 
the procession moves out. 


Chains are required. Officers turn- 


ed back hundreds of cars at the foot 
of the canyon because they were not 
equipped.

Careful comparison of damage in the 1913, the 1922 and 1937 freezes in the California 


citrus districts, with particular attention to Covina and the San Gabriel valley, reveals that 
the 1913 and 1937 visitations of frost were more nearly alike, in that both were of long dura- 
tion, lasting from fifteen to eighteen days, while the 1922 freeze occurred practically in one 
night, that of January 19, fifteen years ago. The first exceptionally-dangerous period of the 
present 1937 freeze also came on January 19. Searching for information in the files of the Co- 
viiia Argus, and in those of the Covina Fruit Exchange, certain deductions have been made 
here which may be of considerable interest. 


Sunday night and Monday night<&- 


of January 5 and 6, 1913, brought 
the low temperatures that wiped out 
80 per cent of the citrus fruit in the 
state, and caused tree damage that 
was more than five years in reach- 
ing recovery. Numerous orchards 
were pulled out, some were dehorn- 
ed back and budded during the fol- 
lowing summer.

Such citrus communities as River- 


side, Redlands, Bloomington and Po- 
mona on the east of Covina saved 
a percentage of fruit because of a 
heavier equipment in orchard pots, 
and some fruit was shipped from 
Irwindale because that region had 
equipped partially with pots. Covina 
area was practically without any 
heating methods. Up until that time 
Covina had stoutly maintained that 
killing frosts were so rare in the 
district it would be uneconomical to 
equip with orchard pots. 


DATES OF FREEZE 


The Covir.a Argus of January 11, 


1913, said that Sunday, January 5, 
was a cold, raw day from dawn to 
dark. Irwindale and Pomona had 
been smudging for several nights, 
and the crude oil used caused a 
black canopy over the valley, with 
oil-carbon sometimes sifting down 
as large as a ten-cent piece. At this 
time Covina had not lost any fruit 
by frost for eleven years. 


But on Sunday night, tempera- 


tures fell from thirty in the evening 
to twenty by 9:30 o'clock, and the 
thermometers 
registered 
between 


twenty and twenty-four until late 
the next day. It was freezing cold 
all day Monday, January 6, with 
exposed water pipes in gardens 
bursting. Monday night, January 6, 
brought the same temperatures with 
the added danger of a quiet, wind- 
less night. 


Those who were equipped with 


grove thermometers reported tem- 
peratures standing for hours be- 
tween twenty and twenty-one. The 
pots then in use did not raise the 
temperature more than two degrees. 


On Tuesday night, January 7, the 


temperatures remained several de- 
grees higher than on the two pre- 
vious nights, and for the remainder 
of that week the air was balmy dur- 
ing the day and not dangerously 
cold at night. 


TREE DAMAGE 


For three nights in succession, 


however, the temperatures had re- 
mained at subfreezing points for 
long hours. Because of the fact that 
the Covina territory was largely one 
of mature groves there was not as 
much damage to trees as in some 
other sections where the trees were 
young. Damage to lemons in the 
San Dimas area was excessive. Be- 
tween Covina and Glendora, many 
orchards showed 
excessive 
bark 


splitting. Southern slopes on high 
ground escaped with only nominal 
tree damage, and with about 40 per 
cent damage to fruit. 


On the old Bonebrake lemon or- 


chard near the extreme end of Bon- 
ita avenue near Baldwin Park, an 
orchard that was in the open with 
desert on three sides, this eleven 
acres was protected by smudge pots 
for fifteen nights in succession, the 
ratio being a pot-and-one-half to 
the tree, burning distillate. This 
grove belonged to P. W. Ritchey of 
Pasadena, and all of the lemons were 
saved, bringing a huge price in the 
succeeding weeks and in the sum- 
mer. 
* 


ABANDON PACKING 


After two weeks had elapsed the 


packing associations in the Covina 
area started packing, but soon clos- 
ed down, the shippers advising the 
growers not to send any more fruit 
to the houses. Dr. H. J. Webber of 
the Riverside citrus experiment sta- 
tion, maintained by the government, 
advised all ranchers to delay prun- 
ing trees until later in the year, an 
advice which has been repeated this 
year by that station, and broadcast 
this week by Floyd D. Young. 


County Assessor Ed Hopkins visit- 


ed the citrus districts after the 1913 
freeze and made an adjustment on 
all valuations. Hopkins estimated 
the fruit loss in Covina district at 
80 per cent (afterwards found to be 
higher) and said that the tree dam- 
age had not been severe in the im- 
mediate Covina area. 


BEGIN PROTECTION 


Following the 1913 freeze, as the 


1913 and the visitation in 1937, the 
1913 freeze was the worst in the 
history of the citrus industry be- 
cause orchard heating was crude, 
and only a small percentage of the 
acreage was protected in any man- 
ner. With temperatures fully as low 
in 1937, the damage in the Covina 
area has been kept down very ma- 
terially, the difference between the 
two freezes being more adequate or- 
chard heating. 


FREEZE OF 1922 


While Covina ranchers quite gen- 


erally maintain that the 1922 freeze 
was worse in its effects than 1913, 
and point to figures to prove it, this 
was not a fact excepting in the un- 
protected Covina area. It should be 
borne in mind that Covina valley 
growers were not ready to concede 
the need of frost protection until 
after 1922. Aside from 1913, the Co- 
vina district 
in numerous 
frost 


visitations had fared better than 
other districts to the east and west 
of it, and this had built up a belief 
in Covina valley as practically a 
frostless belt. This contention was 
the hardest obstacle in bringing 
about orchard heater protection. The 
freeze of 1913 was the hardest anc 
worst for the entire industry; the 
freeze of 1922 was the hardest in 
many respects for the Covina dis- 
trict. 


FREEZE FIGURES 


In the season of 1911-12, Covina 


Fruit Exchange shipped for its mem- 
ber houses, 501,047 boxes of all va- 
rieties. In the season of 1912-13, the 
year of the freeze, Covina Exchange 
shipped 52,603 boxes of all varieties, 
and this ratio was the same for all 
valley fruit shipped by other valley 
exchanges. In 1913-14, the year after 
the freeze, Covina Exchange shipped 
541,661 boxes of all varieties, show- 
ing that the tree-bearing ability 
came back immediately, and some- 
what hi excess of the year before the 
freeze. 


The freeze of 1922 came on Janu- 


ary 19, and while there had been 
cold nights and firing on the east 
and west of Covina for several 
nights before that date, the 1922 
freeze was practically a one-night 
freeze. It is necessary to compare 
conditions of weather between 1913 
and 1922 in order to get the true 
picture, for example, 1913 freeze was 
preceded by fifteen nights of heating 
by those who were equipped. 


days. The freeze catne suddenly and 
bund the trees soft and unprepared. 


Bearing these conditions in mind, 


we can get significance from the fol- 
owing figures: Covina Fruit Ex- 
change in the season of 1920-21 
(year before the freeze) shipped 245-04. 
613,114 boxes of all varieties; in the 
:eason of 1921-22 (the year of the 
:reeze) the exchange shipped 58,079 
aoxes of all varieties; in the season 
of 1922-23, (year after the freeze) 
the exchange shipped 310,066 boxes 
of all varieties. 


OTHER EQUATIONS 


That the trees did not come back 


to a normal crop after 1922 as quick- 
ly and completely as after 1913, is 
made as a basis of contention that 
the 1922 freeze brought worse dam- 
age than 1913. But there was an- 
other equation of importance after 
the 1922 freeze, which was that the 
valley suffered a very great and 
general infestation of black scale fol- 
lowing 1922 freeze, due to inability 
on the part of a great number of 
ranchers to stand the expense of pest 
control. 
iCovina valley did not become 


heater-conscious until several mass 
meetings had been held in the sum- 
mer of 1922 and in succeeding years. 
The 1922 freeze, however, destroyed 
the idea that Covina valley could 
remain without frost protection. 
Thru the efforts of C. E. Myers of 
he Covina Fruit Exchange board, 
and other leaders in the industry, a 
definite program was launched to 
protect all acreage with heating de-

A summary, therefore, shows that 


the variation in damage between the 
three major freezes is due to the 
following reasons: 1913, practically 
no orchard protection, but with a 
long cold speil preceding that hard- 
ened the plant and minimized tree 
damage; 1922, 'inadequate and spot- 
ted orchard protection in the Co- 
vina valley, with a one-night freeze 
following 
many

weather, consequently severe tree 
shock; 1937, orchard heater protec- 
tion to the point of 90 per cent of 
the acreage in the Covina district, 
with the added advantage of eigh- 
teen nights of low temperatures 
preceding the

Thursday, Friday, Saturday, Sunday 
and Monday nights of January 19 
to and including January 25. For 
these reasons, general damage to 
fruit in 1937 is estimated at this time 
as between 40 and 50 per cent over 
the general state citrus area, and 
only about 10 to 20 per cent in the 
protected Covina area, with tree 
damage only occurring in unpro- 
tected groves.

LONDON 


"Lo?ido7i is a man's town, 
With poiaer in the air." 


And probably always will be. 
It was a fine trip across the chan- 


nel from Dieppe in France to New 
Haven in England. There we took a 
train for London. The countryside 
was beautiful. Orchards and woods, 
villages and 
towns, 
and 
thrifty, 


solid-looking citizens. 


The people of London are parti- 


cularly courteous to visitors. Wher- 
ever we stopped on the streets to 
get our bearings and try to locate 
the places we wanted to see, some- 
one was sure to come up politely 
and offer assistance. They could al- 
ways toll that we were Americans, 
though I never will see how we 
look so exceedingly different! 


The police of London are called 


Bobbies. I don't know why. They 
are almost always very handsome 
and very helpful. They wear very 
imposing helmets with chin straps 
that make them look very dignified. 
They are all hi dark blue uniforms. 
The streets are fairly easy, but if 
I tried the underground railways by 
myself I think I should probably be 
wandering around there yet! 


It would take at least a year to 


see London right. Westminster Ab- 
bey you would want to see, of 
course.

I'd hate to guess how 
many millions of dollars worth of 
ewels glitter there in the dim light 
of that rather dingy little room. 
Swords with diamond-studded hilts;

Most of these 
jorgeous things are used only on 
very state occasions, and no doubt 
many of them are never used at all. 


The guards all over these towers

State Warns 
of Tests for 
Frozen Fruit

Under authority given the state 


director of agriculture to issue regu- 
lations, the department has ruled 
that all citrus fruits which, in the 
opinion of the enforcement officials, 
have at any time been subjected to 
temperatures low enough to cause 
serious damage, are shipped in vio- 
lation of the state agricultural code 
if a sample of such fruit shows seri- 
ous freezing damage after being held 
for a period long enough to permit 
the frost symptoms to develop. 


That means, the department said, 


that shippers and packers of citrus 
fruits are warned not to pack or 
ship any citrus fruits which they 
know have been damaged by low 
temperatures, because they will be 
subject to prosecution if the sample 
held shows that it had been shipped 
in violation of the code. It is advised 
that all questionable lots be held 
long enough so that the owner is 
sure it is not damaged. 


Another feature of the ruling is- 


sued is that it applies to any period 
when serious low temperatures are 
experienced now or in the future. 
The ruling is expected to provide 
legal background for action over any 
continuing period of frost damage.

Cold weather, smudging, and the flu come 


together at the same time of year, but the 
smudge has nothing to do with causing the 
flu, says the county health officer. 


In fact, he says that the breathing in of the 


floating carbon has no deleterious results on 
humans or animals, except where there may 
already be serious infection. 
Respiratory 


cases, sinus, tonsils, lungs, that may be pre- 
viously infected, are not benefited by any 
kind of foreign substance breathed into the 
system. But the smudge smoke is a very 
small factor in producing bad conditions in 
the body, he says. 


Influenza, pneumonic influenza or pneu- 


monia come in waves during periods of the 
year when there are wide ranges in the tem- 
perature between noon and midnight; when 
there are cold rains, and the pores close from 
the chill air. Physicians in this valley say 
that the reason why there may be an increase 
in sickness during the smudging season is 
because people walk around in mud and wet 
grass in the groves when they are not accus- 
tomed to such conditions, and also because 
many become worried and extremely weary, 
which lowers resistance to disease. 


Even if it is necessary to get out and help 


heat the orchards, every person should keep 
the feet warm and dry with heavy socks and 
boots, and the body warm with heavy under- 
clothing. Keep warm, dry and as free from 
worry as possible. It is dangerous to put the 
mind and body to too great a strain by long 
hours of labor. No man owns enough oranges 
to pay for the loss of his health. No woman 
should sacrifice her health to save a crop of 
fruit, even though the loss of the fruit may 
bring hardship. 


Keep warm, keep dry and keep from wor- 


rying, the physicians say, and the greatest of 
these, they add, is to keep from worrying. 


Pop-Corn Cooperatives— 


And now the pop-corn growers are form- 


" ing a cooperative organization, with T. G. 
Lang, pop-corn king of Downey, as president. 
Soon you may see "T. N. T." and Kansas 
Giant cans staring at you from the advertis- 
ing pages, and without question we will have 
to learn vitamin contents of this form of food 
confection that is older than Roman, Greek 
or Carthaginian civilization, known to the 
Phoenicians and ancient Egyptians. 


Pop-corn has an affinity almost as insepar- 


able as ham and eggs, or Antony and Cleo- 
patra. In our day the baseball games made 
pop-corn and peanuts buddies in the same 
basket. At first they were purely bucolic 
fireside pleasures. Champion pop-corn con- 
sumers are largely found in North America, 
where we improved on Indian parched corn, 
developed a species that would really pop 
into a fluffy mass, delectable and crunchy. 
In the very bitter cold waves of the middle 
west and east the fruit-stands may close, the 
soft drink counters languish for trade, but 
the last to be driven off the street is the pop- 
corn wagon, a cold weather companion of 
unfailing popularity. Five hundred tons were 
consumed in southern California alone in 
1936, according to the county agricultural 
extension service,T}ut it is the frigid east that 
really starts popping in a big way in the win- 
ter months.

May they make the world pop-corn 
conscious. 


The Three-Legged Stool— 


When, in May, 1787, a group of young men, 


average age 41, gathered to formulate the con- 
stitution of the United States, it was mani- 
festly not any written document that was up- 
permost in their minds. 


It was government by the people that ac- 


tuated them. The document that they were 
to devise was to be a guide for this purpose. 
The people understood, as did this group of 
founding fathers, that what they wrote and 
signed was to be interpreted as an earnest 
that the people should actually rule. 


President Roosevelt said in his second in- 


augural address to the seventy-fifth congress 
last week that, in his opinion, the constitu- 
tion did not need changing in order that the 
will of the people thru congressional legisla- 
tion and executive approval should be car- 
ried out. Any legislative situation needs but 
the enlightened action of the members of the 
supreme court. In other words, whatever has 
crystalized in the minds of the people as a 
policy needed for the present and future 
should be considered by the court from that 
premise, and not from any stilted and arbi- 
trary interpretation of what the constitution 
might have meant when it was written. 


When the president asked for enlightened 


or liberal interpretation he was only urging 
the continuation of a policy exercised by the 
court since the days of Chief Justice John 
Marshall, and, in fact, most of the interpre- 
tations of the constitution down thru the 
years have had their origin in the opinions of 
John Marshall and not in the constitution 
itself. 


The chief importance of the rulings of the 


supreme court are found in that they have 
the power to declare what may have been 
good policy in one era is not good policy in 
a succeeding era, in other words, an elastic 
interpretation of the statute to insure govern- 
ment by the people. In that way only can 
democracy be perpetuated. 


There is no power in the constitution given 


to the supreme court. The court has been 
delegated in that instrument to the right of 
review and interpretation. The constitution 
does not say that supreme court decisions 
shall be final. But custom, especially since the 
time of John Marshall, has decreed that the 
supreme court is a good place in which to 
invest authority by acceptance. If the peo- 
ple accept the rulings of the supreme court 
without general and definite dissent, the rul- 
ings are then in accordance with the meaning 
of government by the people. Government 
by the people, or democracy, as Chief Justice 
Taft said, is found in providing the greatest 
good for the greatest number. 


Because of the great changes that have 


come about in the past three decades, it is 
undoubtedly wise that the president should 
make a pointed allusion to the need that the 
supreme court be responsive and alert. The 
strength of our constitutional form of govern- 
ment, however, lies in the fact that congress 
must rely upon the consent of the president; 
that the president must rely upon the con- 
sent of congress; and that both must rely 
upon the opinion of the supreme court, while 
all three must rely upon acquiescence of the 
people. Thus this three-legged stool cannot 
stand with any one leg removed.

Frost Damage 
in Avocados 
Reviewed 


New Tower Will 
Aid Fire-Fighting 


Fires in the foothills above the 


San Gabriel valley and in the San 
Jose and Whittier hills will be mor 
easily detected when the new Tem- 
ple lookout tower is completed on 
California avenue just north of the 
Arrow highway in the San Gabrie 
river wash, according to the county 
forestry department. 


A 70-foot tower, lookout' house 


and garage are being erected by 
young men from (he CCC camp at 
Tuna canyon, under the supervision 
of Spence D. Turner, county for- 
ester and fire warden. The new 
lookout will be ready to function 
when the coming fire season opens 


cxt May. 


Loss of much of the blossoms and 


budwood by frost in the avocado 
trees, thought necessary to carry 
next season's crop, may prove to be 
a "blessing in disguise" for these 
growers whose trees suffered from 
slight to moderate foliage damage, 
according 
to 
loading 
cultural 


authorities. 


Tlie avocado tree's inability to 


regularly set a good crop is due part- 
ly to its producing such a profu- 
sion of blossoms in the springtime 
that 
few apparently are 
strong 


enough to set fruit. The frost, by 
eliminating the profuse blossoming, 
may enable the trees to bring forth 
a late set of a smaller number, but 
far more "potent," blossoms, it is 
thought. 


Severely damaged fruit may be 


ascertained by a .slight to consider- 
able brownish discoloration of the 
outside of the fruit. Slightly dam- 
aged fruits are more difficult to de- 
termine, being ascortainablc by cut- 
ting sample fruits or when picking 
from the tree. 


When the stem "button," that part 


of the stem immediately next the 
fruit, is brown, or when cut it re- 
veals dead fibres thru the center, 
then the fruit also is undoubtedly 
damaged. 
Brown or dead 
stems 


usually mean damaged fruit, except 
in some cases where the "buttons" 
are green on both the ouside and in- 
side.

Principal Covina Grammar School 


When conditions are unusual, cer- 


tain members of the public demand 
that schools be closed. We wonder 
if the people understand that when 
schools are closed, all but a small 
part of the expenses go on just the 
same. 


Due to poor attendance, however, 


the income of the district from the 
state is affected for the following 
year. This does not count to a great 
deal for a short time, but does make 
it difficult to meet the budget. It is 
therefore a question of a small sav- 
ing each day, while the public gets 
nothing for a much larger expense 
which is running on. 


It is also evident that when so 


many children are out, either the 
regular work must be discontinued 
or repeated; however, since classes 
aie rather large for individual work, 
those children who do attend would 
certainly have an advantage; in fact, 
when classes are marking time, well- 
trained teachers probably do a bet- 
ter type of work which is more in 
harmony with the modern educa- 
tional ideals. 


WORTHWHILE WORK. 


During this period, teachers need 


not be the slaves of textbooks, col- 
lege entrance requirements, or ex- 
aminations. It does seem possible, 
therefore, to do work which is very 
much worthwhile even though at- 
tendance is restricted with very lit- 
tle extra expense to the public. We 
now find that the loss by poor at- 
tendance can probably be taken care 
of by a special ruling, if careful rec- 
ords of illness are kept during an 
epidemic. 


School authorities in this district 


are very reluctant to close schools 


unless deemed absolutely necessary. 
It is necessary when conditions are 
dangerous in getting to school, or 
when there is a health hazard of 
some other nature. However, best 
health authorities in the country tell 
us that more is to be gained in con- 
trolling an epidemic by keeping 
schools open than by closing them. 
It would seem therefore that pa- 
trons of the school should think 
twice before making insistent de- 
mands for closing schools. 


SEND EXCUSES 


We have been notified by the state 


board of education that there is a 
possibility of getting financial as- 
sistance to make up for absences due 
to influenza and common colds. The 
state and county money is paid to 
our district on the basis of average 
daily attendance. 


Therefore, when the attendance is 


low due to an epidemic of any kinc 
the school is restricted financially 
because of the poor attendance. 


We therefore wish to ask all par- 


ents to be sure to send excuses 
when children 
are 
absent 
from 


school, clearly designating the rea- 
son for their absence. 


DAILY REPORT 


It is necessary for us to repor 


each day, specifying the number o 
children who have been absent for 
reasons for which we may receive 
credit. If possible or convenient we 
would appreciate your calling the 
school nurse or the office when your 
child is absent for any of the above- 
mentioned causes. 


Only schools which employ a
